An Extraordinary Duel. 


One of the most remarkable duels ever 


fought, perhaps, took place in 1803 be- 
tween tv,ro Frenchmen. Of course the 
quarrel arose about a lady—a certain 
Mile. Tiri'vei—who, it appears, was un- 
able to decide on which of the two she 
preferred. She finally found a way out 
of the difficulty by promising to marry 
whichever of them worsted the other. 
They thought over the matter in a calm 
and judicial spirit for a month, and at 
the end decided to fight a duel in the 
air. 
Accordingly two balloons were 


made exactly alike, and upon the ap- 
pointed day each soared aloft, accom- 
panied by his second. 


They were each armed with a blun- 


derbuss, the agreement being that they 
were to fire, not at each other, but at 
the balloons. They arose to the height 
of half a mile, "and then the preconcert- 
ed signal was given. 
One fired and 


missed; the other followed suit •with 
more disastrous effect. He hit his op- 
ponent's balloon, which instantly col- 
lapsed, with the result that the occu- 
pants of v"io car were dashed to the 
earth with frightful rapidity and in- 
stantly killed.—St. Louis Republic. 


rrart!<u»! Philanthropy That Doeu Much 


to Aid Self Support. 


Whether it is thiit the wages of work- 


ing vvoiiiju are decreasing so that shb 
<j;tn not UU-9 a vacation on her own re- 
•soiiroes, c/ that women nowadays work 
,o iiui'jh harder thau of yore that they 
aeci! a vacation which their grand- 
motherj never thought of, it is quite 
avidi-.il that there is far more of tht> 
sort i ?; i-arity that sends working girls 
out **•:.'« rrosb. air villas than t£ere used 
to bo. 


At any rate the interest taken in the 


working girl and her vacation nowa- 
days is something phenomenal. Whether 
this wholesale charity ia desirable or not 
depends upon your view point. Miss 
Woodbridge, secretary of the Working 
Women's society, says, apropos of the 
vacation societies: "The Working Wom- 
en's society believes in the working girl 
receiving sufficient wages to enable her 
to go on a vacation whenever and wher- 
ever she liken and pay her own expenses.. 
We don't believe in a manufacturer cut- 
ting down wages and then having his 
wife give -back a very small slice as her 
contribution to a fund for giving vaca- 
tions to working girls, who, if they re- 
ceived just remuneration for their labor, 
would be enabled to take a rest on their 
own hook." 


On the other hand the wealthy women 


who are interested in the vncation en- 
terprises reply: "It i* impossible for ua 
to got these girls better wages. If we 
do nothing because wo cannot do that, 
many girls will die npc«dless1y for want 
of the help we can give. 
We help indi- 


viduals, not the clasa, we know; but 
many of us think that to help a class 
you must first help tho individual." 


During the past year this work has 


assumed greater proportions than ever 
before, and from some plans recently 
made public next season will see it still 
further extended. 


Miss Churchill, a wealthy young wom- 


an of Connecticut, and Miss Willard. 
daughter < >r the Wall street broker of that 
name, have purchased a small farm in 
the mountains of Connecticut, on which 
they propose to erect a summer home 
for New York working girls. A fine 
house designed by the architect La 
Forge is to be L>i:ilt on it at once. The 
two young ladies claim this establish- 
ment will be self supporting, and there- 
fore not a charity in the ordinary sense 
of the word. They speak from expert 
ence too. 
Miss Churchill and Miss Willard, 


with several other society women, last 
summer -entertained several hundred 
working girls on a small farm in Pitts- 
field, rented for the purpose. Twenty- 
four girls were entertained at a time. 
They spent two weeks in the invigorat- 
ing country air and then returned to 
New York to give place to others. The 
girls were charged $3,50 a week for 
board, and reduced fares were secured 
for them on the railroads. The same 
rates and rules will prevail in the new 
establishment. 


There will of course be liHle or no 


profit in the undertaking, but .6 will pay 
its way. Competent menvs.ll be hired 
to cultivate the farm, and sufficient gar- 
den truck will be raised to supply the 
table. Horses will be kept for the use 
of the guests. Miss Churchill and Misc 
Willard will spend their summers super- 
intending the house. 


In the case of this new establishmenl 


and of most of the others for the same 
purpose, the occupation of the girl makes 
no difference. 
The only requirements 


for the privileges of the new resort are 
that she be dependent on her own labor 
for support, and that she be recommend 
ed by the Association of Working Girls 
clubs or the Working Girls' Vacation 
society. 
The working girls' clubs maintain 


three summer houses. These, however 
are exclusively for club members. Nom 
inally these houses are supported by 
the clubs. In reality there is but one 
of the working girls' clubs that ia on a 
self supporting basis. This exception is 
the Thirty-eighth Street club.—Home 
maker.

The Blcpliant Among the Egyptians. 
The Carthaginians appear to hav» 


tamed the African elephant—a feat now 
regarded as impossible. On the other 
hand, Thothmes III encountered a herd 
of 120 elephants in Mesopotamia, and 
shows an elephant as part of his Asiatic 
spoils. Possibly the Assyrians may even 
at that early period have obtained ele- 
phants from India. The Persians used 
them at Arbela, and the Greeks brought 
them to Palestine, as Pyrrhus (unless in- 
deed his elephants -were African) did to 
Italy. 


But the rango of the Asiatic elephant 


may have been wider in early times than 
it now is, for it survived with the rhi- 
noceros in Honan down to 600 B. C. The 
elephant is correctly represented on the 
black obelisk of Shalmanezer II (860-825 
B. C.) with the rhinoceros; and other 
Bactrian and Indian animals, notably 
monkeys, occur on Assyrian bas-reliefs. 
—Scottish Review.

This year is not 
at all favur.ible owing to tbe lateness of the 
season and the unusually cold and stormy 
weal her, but the crop, notwithstanding, 
will be fairly good.
